Another Hurricane 
Reported Brewing 


MIAMI, Fla. ®—Another hur- 
ricane appears to be brewing in 
the Atlantic some 300 miles east 
of Martinique, a French island in 
the lesser Antilles. 

A steamship, the Benjamin 
Greigson, told the weather bureau 
today she passed through winds of 
50 to 60 miles an hour and ex- 
tremely rough seas for seven 
hours ending last night. 

A navy hurricane hunter plane 
was sent to investigate.
